In claim 9, in line 1 after "a computer drive to" inserted -an interior portion of-.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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As to claims 1,4 and 13, Webster, Jr. et al. (US 6,227,516) disclose the claimed 
screwless apparatus with the exception of comprising a mounting clip coupled to an 
outer surface of the computer chassis and having one or more flexible tabs projecting 
outwardly from the outer surface; and a securing clip detachably couple to the mount 
clip, the securing clip having one or more flexible tabs configured for selective 
engagement with the one or more flexible tabs of the mounting clip. 

As to claim 9, Webster, Jr. et al. disclose the claimed method with the exception 
of comprising positioning a securing clip, the securing clip having a securing pin and 
one or more flexible tabs, through a pin alignment hole on the computer chassis; and 
selectively engaging the one or more flexible tabs with one or more flexible tabs on a 
mounting clip, wherein the mounting clip is affixed to an outer surface of the computer 
chassis, and the securing clip is detachably coupled to the mounting clip, the one or 
more flexible tabs on the mounting clip projecting outwardly from the outer surface. 

There is no teaching or suggestion, absent the applicants' own disclosure, for 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified 
the screwless apparatus as disclosed by Webster, Jr. et al. to have the above 
mentioned elemental features.
